Out the pork as In the preceding 


rule. Cover with boiling water and 
let stand five minutes.

said.

who 


would take the same stand, it fol- 
lows that our state's highest court 
has been helped wonderfully by be- 
ing kept out of politics

A LOT MORE MONEY 


A gentleman connected with the 


state road commission was reported 
last -\\eek as saying that 
within 


three years the program that calls 
for 4,800 miles of bond hard road in 
Illinois will be completed. It doesn't 
look as I! this is possible under ar- 
rangempnts now made 


The bond issue is for $60,000,000. 


At the time it was voted it was esti- 
mated that roads could be built for 
$15,000 a mile, so that there never 
was enough money In the fund to 
build 4,800 miles, not by 600 miles— 
and tnat at ?15,000 a mile. 


But the state is paying close to 


twice that estimate for the roads 
it is now building, so that when the 
bond fund is all used we shall not 
have more than 2,500 miles of this 
road. 


Naturally there is a question as 


to where the money is to come from 
to build the additional 2,300 miles 
to complete the program. 
There is 


some federal aid in building part 
of these roads, but there can't be 
enough 
of this to stretch over the 


whole program. Before this is fin- 
ished It will be necessary to do some 
more financing. 


SOMETHING SURELY 
NEEDED. 


At our civic conference last week 


Edward B. Gore of Chicago told that, 
personally 
speaking, 
he. 
would 


strongly recommend the appointment 
of all judges in his city by the su- 
preme court 
To this he would add 


another 
reform, 
ha 
would 
have 


judges select jurors, that is pass on 


them when presented to hear a case, 
learn ^whether or not they are of 
sufficient open mind 
and 
intelli- 


gence to do the fair thing. 


It seems to be in Mr. Gore's .mind 


to have these suggestions apply to 
his city only—at least 
he 
hasn't 


made sufficient study of the situa- 
tion elsewhere in the state to just- 
ify a recommendation from him. But 
he seems to be sure that Chicago 
voters don't and probably can't be 
sufficiently acquainted with judicial 
candidates to make wise selections. 


But If we turn this work over to 


the supreme court isn't tliere danger 
it will result in injecting politics 
Into that body? Patronage usually 
means "inside politics." 


AND THEY WHISPER A LITTLE. 


The judge in court usually says 


to a jury when he is dismissing it 
for the night: "You will not discuss 
the case among yourselves." 


Most of us must have wondered 


many times how well this rule is ob- 
served by jurors, just plain human 
beings. 
Often the case is the only 


subject before jurors, for they are 
told not to read newspapers, 
and 


they are not to hear anything from 
the folks at home or the neighbors. 


After a little while, if the case Is 


a prolonged one, it Is the only thing 
jurors have in their minds. If they 
don't talk about it they are practi- 
cally reduced to speechlessness, an 
accomplishment they have 
hardly 


attained. 


Many of us were not surprised to 


learn from Waukegan that occasion- 
ally a juror makes a remark that 
has some bearing on the case. 


TBIS JOB NEVER DONE.

A Plea for the Bnll Snake.

Editor Decatur Heview: 


When I read a bulletin In a down- 


town window Saturday night, telling 
that someone had killed a six-foot 
bull snake at the dam. It occurred to 
me that a word a,bout a reptile whlcji 
IB ao valuable to the farmer and oth- 
ers might possibly deter sorje from 
like slaughter. 


The bull snake, which is perfectly 


harmless and which I hava seen nest- 
ing with a hen or sleeping peacefully 
within a few inches of a domestic 
cat, Is one of the greatest ratters and 
mousers there are. It can and does 
go anywhere a ferret goes, and is 
very valuable as a destroyer of 
rodents that cause so much monetary 
loss to farmers and others, In the de- 
struction of grain and other food- 
stuffs. 


Furthermore, It Is death on rattle 


snakes, copperheads and other pois- 
onous reptiles. An eternal enmity 
seems to exist between the bull snake 
and lha other class, and the former 
cleans out the others and kills them. 
They cannot exist where 
the bull 


snake abides, and for this and the 
reason that they are good ratters and 
mousera, some farmers raise and pro- 
tect them. They are very prolific. 


The characteristic that glveajthem 


their name is that they bellow like 
a bull, imitating the latter «o close'y 
in tone and volume of sound that 
they can be heard for a distance of 
from 100 to 200 feet, and with the 
back turned one can scarcely 
tell 


the difference betwaen them. 


Knowing the value 
of the 
bull 


snake as a destroyer of rats and 
mice, I would strongly urge that thev 
be allowed to live.

overboard and the corporation coun- 
sel was instructed to start new pro- 
ceedings as quickly as possible by 
the city council Monday morning. 


This action followed a discussion 


which brought out statements by Alex 
Van Praag, commissioner of streets, 
which indicated, to the minds of the 
councilmen, that all was not as It 
should be in regard to the bids al- 
ready made for the re-surfacing of 
West Wood street. 


STREICHER BID REJECTED. 


A motion to accept the bid of the 


H. P. Streicher company for the re- 
surfacing o£ West Wood street, intro- 
duced by Alex Van Praag, precipitat- 
ed the discussion as it was received 
as a mirority report from the may- 
or and Mr. Van Praag and was super- 
ceded by a resolution offered by J. 
F. MaUi"i that all bids be rejected 
and the work re-advertised. 


At 
the 
beginning Mayor C. M. 


Borchers was in favor of awarding 
the contract 
but 
on the statement 


made by Commissioner J. F. Mattes 
that he hai reason to believe that 
promotion charges were included In 
the bids made which must be paid 
by the people and that the expert

Salted and smoked meats and fish 


are always acceptable In the spring 
and summer months. 
Many house- 


keepers In the country are wholly do- 
pendent on cured meats for use in 
hot weather. 


Salt pork has solved the problem 


for more than one noonday dinner 
table. 


CRISP SALT PORK. 


Cut the pork as In the preceding 


rule. Cover with boiling water and 
let stand five minutes. 
Drain and 


dip in flour. 
Put In a hot frym? 


pan over a slow fire. 
Cook slowly 


to a golden brown first on one side 
and then the other. As tb» fat frys 
out in the spider pour It off. 
This 


makes the pork very crisp and sweet. 
SALT PORK WITH CREAM GRAVY. 


Eight slices salt pork, flour, pep- 


per, 2 cups rich milk, 1 dessertspoon 
mlneed parsley. 


Cut th« slices of pork about one- 


fourth of an inch thick. 
If very 


salty pour boiling water over meat. 
Let stand five minutes and drain. 
Dip In flour and sprinkle with pep- 
per. 
Frying pan should be very hot. 


Brown quickly on one side, turn and 
brown on the other. Then cook more 
slowly until the outside ia crisp. Drain 
or brown paper and arrange on a hot 
platter. 


Pour all but two tablespoons of fat

SALT PORK WITH BEANS. 


Two cups dried beano, % teaspoon 


soda, 1 medium sized onion, 1 cup 
diced carrots, % pound salt pork, % 
teaspoon mustard, 2 tablespoons mo- 
lasses, *4 teaspoon pepper, 2 cups can- 
ned tomatoes. 


Wash beans carefully and let stand 


over night In cold water. Drain and 
put In kettle with soda and hot water 
to cover. Bring to boiling point and 
boll 10 minutes. Drain and rinse In 
cold water. Do not pour the water In 
which trie beans were cooked in the 
sink. 


Put the 
onion, 
peeled 
but un- 


sliced, in the bottom of the baking 
dish. 
Add half the beans and half 


the carrots. Pour boiling water over 
salt 
pork. 
Scrape 
the 
rind 
and 


score In Inch squares. Put pork on 
beans and carrots. 
Cover with re- 


maining vegetables. 


Add mustard,.molasses and pepper 


to tomatoes. 
Pour over beans and 


add enough 
boiling water to cover 


the whole. 
Cover and bake 
three 


or four hours In 8 slow oven or fire- 
lens cooker. During the last hour of 
baking bring the pork to the top of 
the dish to brown. 
If the oven Is 


hot when the dish is put In the beans 


will not loose their shape and become 
mushy. Reduce the heat as soon M 
the whole boils all over.

SEEKS TO HAVE WORKED WELL. 


Justice Cartrlght says that the su- 


preme court is one institution in this 
state that Is not in politics, and is 
sure he wants it kept out of that 
mess. Plainly he has a notion that 
politics is not healthy for courts. 


The matter was before the consti- 


tutional convention last week. Some- 
body telegraphed Justice Cartright 
there 
must 
be 
nine 
judges 
of 


the court if his place on the bench 
is to be saved. 


He promptly replied that to In- 


crese the number of justices of the 
court is a "worst evil," and he urged 
them to save the court as It Is and 
to pay no attention to his own case. 
It was in this connection he said of 
the court: "It is the one branch of 
the government untouched by pol- 
itics; take cars of the court." 


It was said right manfully, for in 


his case perhaps it was not easily 
said. 
Assuming that we have on 


the bench six other 
judges 
who 


would take the same stand, it fol- 
lows that our state's highest court 
has been helped wonderfully by be- 
ing kept out of politics. 
A thing 


like this is worth saving. 


them when presented to hear a case, 
learn whether or not they are of 
sufficient open mind 
and 
Intelli- 


gence to do the fair thing. 


It seems to be in Mr. Gore's mind 


to have these suggestions apply to 
his city only—at least 
he hasn't 


made sufficient study of the situa- 
tion elsewhere in the stats to Just- 
ify a recommendation from him. But 
he seems to be sure that Chicago 
voters don't and probably can't be 
sufficiently acquainted' with judicial 
candidates to make wise selections. 


But if, we turn this work over to 


the supreme court isn't there danger 
it will result In injecting politics 
into that body? Patronage usually 
means "inside politics." 


AND THEY WHISPER A LITTLE. 


The judge in court usually says 


to a Jury when he is dismissing it 
for the night: "You will not discuss 
the case among yourselves." 


Most of us must have wondered 


many times how well this rule Is ob- 
served by jurors, just plain human 
beings. 
Often the case is the only 


subject before jurors, for they are 
told ^not to read newspapers, 
and 


they are not to hear anything from 
the folks at home or the neighbors. 


After a little while, if the case is 


a prolonged one, It Is the only thing 
jurors have in their minds. It they 
don't talk about it they are practi- 
cally reduced to speechlessness, 
an 


accomplishment they have 
hardly 


attained. 


Many of us were not surprised to 


learn from Waukegan that occasion- 
ally a juror makes a remark that 
has some bearing on the case.

A gentleman connected with the ! 


state road commission was reported 
last week as saying that 
within 


three years the program that calls 
for 4,800 miles of bond hard road in 
Illinois will be completed. It doesn't 
look as if this is possible under ar- 
rangements now made. 


The bond issue is for £60,000,000. 


At the time it was voted it was esti- 
mated that roads could be built for 
515,000 a mile, so that there never 
was enough money Ii the fund to 
build 4,800 miles, not by 800 miles— 
and that at ?15,000 a mile. 


But the state is paying close to 


twice that estimate for the roads 
it is now building, so that when the 
bond fund is all used we shall not 
have more than 2,500 miles of this 
road.

some federal aid in building part 
of these roads, but there caa't be

of this to stretch over the 


whole program.

Furthermore, it Is death on rattle 


snakes, copperheads and other pois- 
onous reptiles. 
An eternal enmity 


seems to exist between the bull snake 
and the other class, and the former, 
cleans out the others and kills them. 
They cannot exist 
where 
the bull 


snake abides, and for this and the 
reason that they are good ratters and 
mousers, some farmers raise and pro- 
ect them. They are very prolific. 


The characteristic that gives them 


their name Is that they bellow like 
a bull, imitating the latter so closely 
n tone and volume of sound that 
they can be heard for a distance of 
from 100 to 200 feet, and with the 
back turned one can scarcely 
tell 


the difference between them. 


Knowing the value 
of the 
bull 


snake as a destroyer of rats and 
mice, I would strongly urge that they 
be allowed to live.
